Hereas divers Perſons ſeduced by 
V falſe Teachers, doe refuſe to haue 
their children Baptized by a Miniſter 
that is no preacher, and to recelue the holy 
Communion at his hands in the ſame reſpe&, 
asthough the vertue of thoſe Sacraments did 
depend vpon his ability topreach:Foraſmuch 
as the doctrine both of Bapriſme and of the 
Lords Supperis fo ſutfciently ſet downein the 
Booke oft Common prayer to bee viedatthe 
admuniſtration of the ſaid Sacraments, as no- 
thing can beaddedyntoitthatis materialand 
neceſſary: We doe require and charge euery 
ſuchperſon ſeduced as atoreſaid, to reforme 
that their wiltulneſle , and to ſubmit himſelfe 
ro the order of the Church in that behalte, 
both the ſaid Sacraments being equally effec- 
tuall, whether they beminiſtred by a Miniſter 
thatisno Preacher, or by one thatis a Prea-
